Are Registered
In Torrance City

Community Will Receive
$11,000 Gasoline Tax
Money Annually

Torrance would receive approxi-
mately $11,000 annually as its
share of the state gasoline tax if
the proposal to increase the
county’s return. from one cent  to
one and one-half cents a gallon
is approved by the staté legisla-
ture. This was computed today by
William J. Fox, chief engineer of
the regional planning commission.

Torrance hus 2889 motor vehicles
registered, according to latest rec-
ords obtainable. The return to the
counties on the basis of one cent
{8 computed to be $6.20 per car
per year, for last fiscal year. Tho
entire county had 861,004 ‘ vehicles
last year, and recelved $5,365,708
as its share of the one-cent return,
ft was explained,

Under the proposal which the
supervisors and - ‘the League of
California Municipalities arc joint«
ly sponsoring, the ecounty would
receive all funds for vehicles reg-
istered in unincorporated territory.
Half the balance would thén be
distributed among the: 41 incor-
porated cities, according to vehicle
registration, and the other half
would go to the supervisors, as
do all ggs tax funds at present.
+Los 'Angelea city would receive
the bulk of the 60 per cent for the
citles, as last year it had 445,849
of the 861,004 vehicles  registered
for the county. The other 415,256
were in Torrance and the-other 42
incorporatéd cities and in rural
districts. |

Increase of oné-half cent per
gallon would make the return to
the county about $9.30 per car
annually. Deducting for fural reg-
Istration, it is computed there
would bé slightly under $4 left for
each of the 2889 vehiclés registered
in Torrance.

Gardena and Re-
dondo for 1932 reveal that Los
Angeles county was one of the
healthiest localities in the nation,
according to Dr. J. L. Pomeroy,
county health officer,

Although the birth rate of the
county decreased from 141 per
1000 population in 1931 to 12.6 per
1000 in 1082, the decrease was off-
set completely due to the decreaso
In infant mortality to 38.22 deaths
per 1000 live births. This,. Dr.
Pomeroy stated, is 35 per cent be-
low. the national average and 30
per cent below the average for the
state as a whole.

In addition to this community,
the county health départment has
contracts for 34 other incorporated

citles In the county and in all|
unincorporated territory. The re-
port shows that births last year

numbered 10,064 as compared to
74438 deaths. The death rate drop-
ped from 9.8 per 1000 population
to 9.3 per 1000, which Dr, Pomeroy
points out 1s about 20 per cent
below the nation's average.
